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Status of Application 

1 . Applicants amendment, after Final Rejection, has been entered in the 
application. Claims 30-34, 36 and 43 are pending, claims 1-29, 35 and 37-42 having 
been canceled. 

Specification 

2. The specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 because it fails to provide a 
complete written description of the invention. On pages 8-10, the specification refers to 
an optimization of consumption, however, the specification fails to set forth how this 
optimization is achieved. While certain identified paragraphs refer to the controlling of 
internal combustion engine, generator and motors in response to an accelerator set 
point, there is no description of how any consumption is optimized, nor is there any 
identification of a particular optimization strategy. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 30-34, 36 and 43 are allowed. 

Response to Comments 

4. The Advisory Action, mailed February 17, 2005 was sent in error. Inasmuch as 
applicant has canceled those remaining rejected claims, the amendment filed after final 
should have been entered at that time. The examiner notes that while applicant has 
canceled those claims previously rejected to under 35 USC §112, first paragraph, the 
specification remains objected to for failing to adequately describe the invention.
